Tho mob was close at his heels and 


when the fugitive reached the river 
knowing that his chance for lifo was 
far less than even if captured, plunged 
into the cold, muddy waters of the 
Cuyahoga and was drowned. 
His body 


has not been recovered. The boy will 
die and the wife's injuries may also 
prove fatal.

The dead man 
is looked upon as a martyr to tho cause 
of labor, and the feeling against 'his 
slayer is intense.

The miners asked 83 a day for all 


classes of workmen, including surface 
and underground men. This the own- 
ers declared they would not pay, and 
nearly all of them closed down, sev- 
eral even allowing1 tho pumps to stop. 
The employers remained willing to 
continue paying the wages which had 
prevailed up to that time. 
Under that 


scale surface workers were1 paid only 
§2.50. Practically the only change the 
union demanded was the advance of 
the wages of this class of men to 83.

- This contention of Mark Hanna and 
other friends of labor is based on two 
theories. They hold first that the gov- 
ernment stamp and .the legal tender 
quality conferred on the silver dollar 
will give it no higher purchasing 
power than the bullion itself would 
have uncoined. As the bullion is 
worth today only about 68 cents, they 
insist the free coinage dollar would be 
worth only 68 cents. Suppose we ac- 
cept their theory as to the worthless- 
ness of the government stamp, and 
consider only the effect; of free coinage 
upon the value of silver bullion. 


Under free coinage the United States 


government would establish a fixed 
and an unlimited demand for silver at 
a price of $1.29 per ounce, payable in 
silver dollars. 
The man who took to 


the mint 371 >fj grains of pure silver 
would get a silver dollar. 
The supply 


of silver is fixed by nature, not by 
man's activities, and the increased de- 
mand, an absolutely unlimited demand, 
made by a great and always solvent 
purchaser, would instantly raise the 
price of the bullion to the mint price. 
The silversmith, who now absorbs a 
great part of the annual' output—'nearly 
five-sixths, it is estimated—would then 
be obliged to pay the government price. 
The bullion in a dollar would be worth 
and salable for one dollar everywhere 
—less the cost of carriage to the United 
States mint. 
But, say the goldites, the silver 


organs declare that prices wotild at 
once double, and that its equivalent 
to saying that the purchasing value of 
the dollar would be halved. 
If the 


workingmau must pay two dollars for 
what he now gets for one, it is imma- 
terial to him whether you say prices 
have risen or his dollar depreciated. 


No well equipped advocate of free 


silver argues that all prices in the 
domestic market will be doubled. They 
will rise, for reasons hereafter to be 
explained, but very gradually. The 
only prices which will instantly rise 
will be those fixed in the London 
market for American food products in 
competition with silver standard coun- 
tries. Today the Argentine farmer 
who gets 67 cents in gold standard 
monoy for his wheat in London turns 
it into $1.84 in silver, worth to him at 
home its face value in purchasing abil- 
ity. 
The American farmer comes back 


with his 67 cents only. 
With the 


United States on a bimetallic basis, 
this heavy handicap would be removed 
from his shoulders, and his wheat at 
home would sell for the silver equiva- 
lent of the London gold prices. 


Bnt this silver equivalent would buy 


more, not less, than now. The only 
increase in general domestic 
prices 


would be the gradual rise which fol 
lows the expansion of the currency. 
This expansion under silver would be a 
limited one, as the supply of silver im- 
mediately available is limited. In- 
deed, it may be doubted whether in the 
first year there would be any material 
increase in prices except in those of 
such agricultural products as have 
their prices fixed in London. But the 
present steady decline in prices due to 
gold monometallism would be checked, 
while the increased demand for al 
manufactured goods due to the im 
proved purchasing power of the farm 
ers would stimulate production and 
multiply opportunities for employ 
ment.

Mr. Hogan was 


greatly attached to the State Univer- 
sity, and would have returned there 
oonld ha have selected the studies he 
felt compelled to pursue. His plan 
was to study the.languages and mathe- 
matics at college and trust to himself 
to dig out the rest. 
Mr. Hogan was 


superintendent of the Wellston public 
schools for eight years, during which 
time he saw the population of the city 
increased from 2,000 to 7,000 and a 
proportionate increase in the attend- 
ance at tho public schools.

In India value 
is stable, while in the United States a 
silver dollar will buy twice as much of 
nearly everything the farmer has to 
soil, while it will pay no debts, no 
more taxes, no more traveling expenses, 
and no more of any fixed charges. 
Why is this true? I will tell you. 


The silver rupee of India will buy ns 


much wheat in India as it ever would. 
The English grain dealer was quick to 
see the advantage this fact gave him. 
Silver was half price in America. 
Ho 


bought our silver and had it coined 
into Indian rupees. These rupees, cost- 


:ig him but half what they formerly 
id, and half what they ought yet to 
ost him, he exchanged with the Hin- 
oo for his wheat. Thus he got his 
,rheat at half what it was worth. 
?hus it happens that if we want to sell 
Jnglaud any wheat, wo must sell it at 
alf. price too. 
As we raise more than we can use of 


rheat, cotton, pork and many other 
iroducts, we must sell them, and as 
Sugland is our largest customer, the 
inglishman cau fix his own price. The 
irice he pays us for our surplus fixes 
he homo price for our whole corp. 


The demonetization of silver is thus 


at the root of the farmer's losses. 
It 


s the most short-sighted policy ever 
adopted by a nation. 
Our nation had 


or sale both silver and agricultural 
products, and yet we made a law which 
enabled England to play one against 
he other, and ruin both our miners 
and our farmers. We have put an ace 
up the sleeve of the British financiers 
ind he has played it to his own advan- 
;age in the game of skill. This policy 
has destroyed half our 
agricultural 


wealth. It has impoverished our farm-

The International Agricultural Goneresi 


of Bnda-Penth, Hungary, Declares the 


Succeea of Free Stiver In America 


WUl Ilave Great Effect In Re- 


storing Silver to the World. 


INDUSTRIAL OBJECT LESSON. 


That international bimetallism will 


quickly follow the election of William 
J. Bryan as president, and the restora- 
tion of free silver coinage in the United 
States, is clearly demonstrated by the 
following letter, written August 24, 
1896, by Prince Bismarck of Germany,

•well as gold, and consequent relief to 
the paralysis which is affecting the ag- 
ricultural, 
bxisiness 
and 
laboring 


classes in Europe as well as in the 
United States. They give the. lie to the 
goldbug argument that the present 
agitation will operate against interna- 
tional bimetallism and tear to tatters 
the republican platform plank which 
prates about the inability of the United 
States to take the lead in restoring the 
money of the people to its former plnee 
in the monetary system of the world. 


Prisice Bismarck's letter in favor of 


bimetallism was written in response 
to the following letter of inquiry from 
Gov. Culberson, of Texas. 


"Austin, Tex., Aug. 10, 1S9G. — Prince 


Bismnrck: -Sir — The great question of 
finance is now of supreme interest to 
the people of the ,United States..

adopt the single gold standard, or, sec- 
ond, whether they shall adopt bi-

The argument in favor of each 
5a well known to you, but it is particu- 
larly insisted that tve. should adopt the 
policjr of bimetallism because the sup- 
ply of gold in the world for coinage is

policy to ndoptr— the gold standard or 
bimetallism— giving your reasons? 


"What effect, in your judgment, will 


the immediate adoption of bimetallism

cause of bimetallism in Germany, and 
other great commercial nations?

In reply Bismarck said : 
"Fried richsruhc, Aug. 24, 1896. — Hon- 


ored Sir— Your esteemed 
favor 
has 


been duly received. I hold that this is 
the very hour that would be advisable 
tp bring about between the nations 
chiefly engaged in 
the 
world's com- 


merce a mutual agreement in favor of 
the establishment of bimetallism. The 
United States are freer by far in their 
movements than any nation of Europe, 
and hence, if the people of the United 
States should find it compatible, with 
their interests to take independent ac- 
tion in the direction of bimetallism, I 
cannot but, believe that such action 
would exert a most salutary influence 
on the consummation of international 
agreement.

truth, as 1 am a farmer myself and i 
know what a farmer has had to suffer 
these late years. 
In the first plac2, 


take the oats crop of 189G, which is 
now being threshed, yielding from 30 
to 55 bushels an acre. All we can get 
for them at the nearest elevator is 13 
cents a bushel, less than $5 an acre. 
The seed and twine and threshing bill 
amounts to $1.25 at a low estimate, 
leaving the independent farmer less 
than 
$3.50 
an acre to pay rent 


on $3.50 and $4 land, and he gets noth- 
ing for his work, teams, machinery anil 
living. The present outlook for corn 
is very good, but as old corn is only 22 
cents a bushel new corn will sell in the 
month of January for 12 cents. Take 
the dairy business. I sold butter in the 
month of January for 13 cents a pound, 
good butter, as we have supplied par- 
ties in Chicago that have kept it for 
six months in good shape. 
Eggs we 


sold at 10 cents in January, something 
we never did before, and all farm prod- 
uce is as low. 
Coffee, sugar and several 


other articles of living are as high as 
when grain was at n good price. Ship- 
ping milk used to be a good btisiness, 
paying in Chicago from $1 to $1.25 a caa 
of eighti gallons. Now it is down to G5 
and 70 cents a can.

The intensity 
of factional and partisan spirit is truly 
a revelation of the magnitude of the 
issue nnd of the 
interests involved. 


Honest money must mediate impar- 
tially between debtor and 
creditor. 


The terms and history of the promise 
to pay must have due recognition.

value." 


Money eocoined and regulated, whether 
gold w silver or both, is "sound" and 
"honest money" and neither tk-btornor 
creditor can justly complain of a ?aw 
which makes it a legal tender for debts. 


So far as the administration of our 


church extension work is concerned \ve 
shall do our best, under the unavoid- 
able difficulties, and will give those in- 
debted to our loan fund the best pos- 
sible opportunity to meet their obliga- 
tions. We will most gladly receive in 
fudl pnymenit of principal and interest 
the so-called "53-cent dollars," or any 
othej lawful money 
of the 
United 


States.
